Double Patenting 

1. Claims 1-10,19,21,22,24,25,27-35,37-43 are rejected 
on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6, 738, 663 in view of Herbst et al 
(6,021,347) . To have a catheter which can supply drugs 
to the tumor site, as shown by Herbst, would have been 
obvious since it has been shown that electrical therapy 
and drug therapy when combined are effective treatments 
for cancerous tumors. 

2. Claims 1-10,19,21,22,24,25,27-35,37-43 are rejected 
on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-22 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6, 366, 808 in view of Herbst et al 
(6,021,347). See rejection supra. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. Claims 1-10,19,21,22,24,25,32,33,34,35,37-43 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Herbst et al (6,021,347). 

The catheter, as set forth in amended claim 1, is 
considered to be obvious over /analogous to the 
electrode structure 23 of Herbst since the structure is 
used to transport drugs to the tissue site, as does a 
catheter. As mentioned in the previous office action, 
the device of Herbst is considered to be able to 
perform all of the intended uses set forth in the above 
claims. Further, re claim 10, it is well known to have 
programmability in medical devices so that more 
stimulation procedures can be used. 



4. Claims 27-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Herbst et al (6,021,347) in 
view of Slovak (5,058,605). 

5. To use DC pulses, as set forth in Slovak, would 
have been obvious since such are known to be used in 
the field for treatment of various patient's ailments.
